Team  Leaves  For  Coast  M 


The  American  Federation  of  Labor 
convention  went  on  record  Tuesday  as 
favoring  the  modification  of  the  Vol- 
stead ict  to  permit  the  sale  of  whole- 
some light  wines  and  beers.  They 
assert  that  the  present  situation  is  in- 
tolerable. Bootlegging  and  unlawful 
drinking  everywhere  furnish  a basis 
for  their  vote.  They  claim  that  the 
restoration  of  John  Barleycorn  will 
mean  the  death  of  the  bootlegger, 
smuggler  and  corruption  arfiong  the 
officials. 

Last  Monday  the  government  re- 
gained the  rich  Teapot  Dome  marvel 
oil  reserve. 

In  a lengthy  decision,  the  supreme 
court  held  that  the  leasing  transaction 
by  which  ex-secretary  of  the  interior, 
Albert  B.  Fall  turned  over  the  reserve 
to  Harry  F.  Sinclair,  was  “shot 
through  with  fraud,”  consequently, 
the  court  ordered  the  lease  cancelled. 
The  decision  was  unanimous. 

Great  loss  of  human  life  as  well  as 
that  of  livestock  has  come  as  a result 
of  floods  following  in  the^  wake  of 
disasterous  spring  earthquakes  in 
Kansu,  China.  Appeals  to  Peking 
for  relief  have  been  unnoticed  because 
"Kansu  is  under  the  control  of  Mar- 
shall Feng  Yuhsing,  a recognized 
rebel  against  central  government. 

That  a daughter  was  born  to  the 
Crown  Prince  Leopold  and  Princess 
Astrid  of  Belgium  Tuesday,  was  an- 
nounced to  the  populace  with  the 
booming  of  cannons.  The  sigh  of 
disappointment  that  followed  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  new  royalty  was 
a girl  was  promptly  hushed  in  a series 
of  cheers  from  the  happy  subjects 
when  they  heard  the  good  news  from 
the  attending  physicians,  that  the  prin- 
cesses, new  and  old,  were  doing  very 
well. 

Dr.  George  L.  Collie,  famous  an- 
thropologist and  Belvoit  College  pro- 
cessor, has  brought  to  this  country  a 
rare  skull  along  with  other  bones  be- 
lieved to  be  those 'of  the  earliest  mem- 
bers of  the  human  race.  He  thinks 
they  are  20,000  to  25,000  years  old.  The 
bones  were  discovered  by  M.  A.  De- 
bruge,  French  anthropologist  of  Con- 
statine, ’Algeria,  in  what  was  formerly 
British  East  Africa  and  Algeria.  Dr. 
Collie  believes  that  this  discovery  will 
help  to  prove  the  theory  of  many 
scientists  that  Africa  and  not  Asia, 
was  the  first  home  of  man. 

The  priceless  skull  will  be  examined 
by  leading  anthropoligists  in  the  mid- 
^ die  west  until  February  when  it  must 
be  returned  to  Debruge  in  Algeria.

TRIP  TO  EUROPE  IS 
DISCUSSED  BY  DEJDNG 


“Everyone  goes  to  Europe — or  in- 
tends to  go.  We  went,”  stated  Ger- 
rit  De  Jong,  dean  of  the  college  of 
fine  arts,  in  his  address  given  Wed- 
nesday, October  12,  in  the  devotional 
exercises. 

After  a brief  account  of  his  travel 
across  the  United  States,  Dean  De 
Jong  discussed  his  European  trip  un- 
der the  following  heads:  the  trip,  the 
government  of  Germany,  and  the  uni- 
versity life  at  Munich. 

Among  the  countries  he  visited  arc 
Holland,  where  a number  of  relatives 
including  his  maternal  grandfather, 
still  live;  France,  England,  Belgium, 
and  Germany. 

The  German  people,  according  to 
the  dean,  feel  that  they  are  in  bond- 
age. When  dignitaries  visit  they  are 
all  “glad  we  are  at  peace,”  but  when 
one  mingles  with  the  people,  then  the 
true  feeling  is  revealed. 

“At  the  University  of  Munich  the 
college  life  is  far  different  than  any 
found  in  America.  The  university  is 
governed  by  a senate  composed  pf 
faculty  members.  The  senate  in  turn 
elects  a rector  whose  term  of  office 
is  one  year.  A doctor’s  degree  is  the 
only  degree  awarded.  The  school  is 
divided  into  faculties,  corresponding 
to  our  colleges,  which  are  kept  sep- 
arate from  each  other.  The  classes 
are  of  two  kinds — lecture  and  exer- 
cise. 

“There  is  absolutely  no  personal 
contact  with  the  teachers.  A student 
must  know  how  to  study  by  himself. 
However,  the  students  are  gentlemen 
both  in  appearance  and  conduct,  and 
the  educational  system  in  Germany  is 
excellent.” 

Dean  De  Jong  closed  his  remarks 
by  reading  the  stirring  poem  by  Van 
Dyke,  “America  For  Me.”

A REAL  BROADENING 

INFLUENCE 

Just  how  anxious  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  is  to  seek  after 
those  things  which  are  “praise  worthy  and  of 
good  report,”  is  shown  by  the  courses  which 
were  planned  for  the  seminary  teachers  in 
their  summer  course  at  the  Alpine  School.  The 
course  in  early  oriental  religions,  that  in  mod- 
ern scientific  problems,  and  the  especial  lec- 
tures by  Dr.  Levy  of  the  Jewish  Chautauqua, 
and  Dr.  Elbert  Thofnas  of  the  University  of 
Utah,  showed  a real  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
church  to  expose  its  “paid  preachers”  to  “all 
truth.” 

When  one  is  confronted  with  a large 
number  of  new  ideas  the  tendency  is  either  to 
reject  them  in  mass' or  accept  them  in  the 
same  way.  In  either  case  there  is  grave 
danger,  especially  when  one’s  religion  is  at 
stake.  Dr.  Widtsoe  fortified  the  seminary 
men  against  both  dangers  by  giving  them  the 
steps  in  scientific  thinking  by  which  truth  may 
be  measured.  It  is  sometimes  very  difficult  to 
separate  facts  from  inferences,  and  this  the 
student  must  do  if  he  would  really  search  after 
the  truth. 

The  bibliography  for  the  course  in  oriental 


religions  included  books,  which  if  read  in- 
judiciously, would  entirely  upset  the  founda- 
tion of  our  church,  divine  revelation.  If  read 
wisely,  and  facts  separated  from  generaliza- 
tion, the  same  books  gave  a rich  background 
from  which  one  might  draw  much  of  real  value 
in  the  study  of  our  creed  and  ritual.  Probably 
many  of  the  men  were  upset  to  find  that  each 
mystery  religion  had  a Savior  God  whose  life 
was  an  exact  parallel  to  that  of  Christ.  Equil- 
ibrium was  restored,  however,  when  it  was 
understood  that  similarity  does  not  mean  a 
copy  and  that  such  a conclusion  is  merely  the 
influence.  Dr.  Brimhall  in  his  statement  that 
the  study  of  other  religions  had  not  only  in- 
creased his  appreciation  of  them  but  had  in- 
trenched him  more  firmly  in  his  own,  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  of  most  of  the  group. 

An  opportunity  which  does  not  come  often 
was  offered  to  the  summer  camp  when  a Jew- 
ish Rabbi  lectured  on  the  poets,  prophets,  and 
sages  of  his  own  people.  That  these  men 
found  considerable  difficulty  in  adjusting  to 
the  ideas  he  presented  was  shown  by  the  ques- 
tions which  were  asked  after  the  lectures  and 
the  heated  discussions  that  went  on  in  smaller 
groups  after  adjournment.  Dr.  Thomas  pre- 
sented his  material  on  the  Orient  from  the 
.point  of  view  of  a Latter  Day  Saint,  and  paved 
the  way  for  correct  understanding. 

Probably  the  church  policy  of  presenting 
truth  wherever  it  is  found  to  its  seminary 
teachers  occasioned  many  sleepless  nights  and 
troubled  days  for  some,  yet  with  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  Widtsoe’s  guide  to  the  testing  of  truth 
satisfactory  adjustments  were  made,  and  the 
church  policy  vindicated. 

B.  Y.  U.  students  would  appreciate  the 
extension  of  this  policy,  Surely  our  mission- 
aries would  be  more  adequately  fitted  to  meet 
the  world  in  their  proselyting  if  they  had 
learned  the  views  of  the  world  first  hand  from 
men  such  as  Dr.  Levy.  Students  here  would 
be  helped  in  the  inevitable  struggle  for  ad- 
justment that  comes  with  college  days  if  they 
could  be  taught  methods  of  truth  testing  and 
be  led  to  such  fields  for  truth-finding  as  were, 
opened  to  the  students  of  the  summer  quarter.

APPLE  PICKING  ON 
“Y”  FARM  BEGINS 


Apple  picking  on  the  University 
farm  began  last  Saturday  morning 
under  the  direction  of  H.  L.  Thomas, 
a student  who  is  majoring  in  agricul 
ture  at  the’  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. 

The  probable  crop  this  year  is  fif- 
teen hundred  bushels.  This  is  a com- 
paratively light  yield  judging  from  last 
years-  crop  which  was  approximately 
four  thousand  bushels.  The  differ- 
ence in  yield  is  undoubtedly  due  to  a 
late  frost  last  spring,  says  Mr.  Sauls. 

The  picking  is  being  done  by  uni-; 
versity  and  high  school  students,  and 
the  apples  are  being  handled  by  the 
Timponogos  Co-operative  Marketing 
Association. 

After  the  Jonathan  apples  are 
picked  they  are  transported  to  Provo 
Bench  for  grading,  packing,  and  ship- 
ping. When  the  apples  are  marketed 
the  University  receives  payment  for 
them  from  the  association.
